According to C. E. Sloane, secre­ 
tary of the local Chamber of Com­ 
merce, his office will continue sending 
out the letters of personal invitations 
to the high school principals until the 
state is covered, after which similar 
invitations will be extended to prin­ 
cipals of high schools in adjoining 
states. 
Cooperation of the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce in arranging for the visits 
of the various high school classes to 
Gettysburg is promised in the letters. 
Several favorable replies to the let­ 
ters already forwarded have been re­ 
ceiv'd at the office of Secretary Sloane, 
and indication* are given th a t a num­ 
ber of Pennsylvania high schools will 
visit the battlefield in the spring. 
A copy of the letter tieing sent out 
by the local Chamber follows: 
“To the class of 1926 high school, 
greetings: 
“Have you made any arrangem ents 
for your spring vacation trip ? 
“The Battlefield of G ettysburg is 
the mecca of thousands of tourists 
from all over the world. 
High school 
students from the Middle W est make 
this visit aryiually. 
“G ettysburg occupies an enviable 
place in the history of the United 
States. 
Lee’s victorious arm y on its 
invasion of the N orth threatened to 
bring a successful conclusion to the 
Civil W ar for the Confederates. Had 
he been successful in his attem pt to 
capture Philadelphia and New York, 
as was his intention, it is doubtful 
whether the North would have con­ 
tinued the struggle. 
At Gettysburg 
Lee m et his first resistance to his 
campaign and on the first, second and 
third of July, 1863, was waged the 
battle which decided the fate of the 
nation. 
Chattel slavery was forever 
doomed within As borders when Lee, 
on the Fourth of July, took up his 
retreat into Virginia. 
Much has been 
w ritten about this battle and the coun­ 
try surrounding it, but a visit should 
be made to this battleground in order 
to Cement forever in the minds of 
the students of history 
the actual 
events that transpired here.

this na­ 
tional shrine a part of your spring 
vacation exercises. 
We will cooper­ 
ate with you in any way possible in 
order to insure you a most enjoyable 
and interesting visit.”

More than one deer w*as killed for 
every six licenses issued for the ape-1 
cial open season on deer last month 
in

ties, reports to the state game com- • 
mission show. 
The season was De­ 
cember 18, 19, 21 and 22. 
In Adams county. 872 licenses were 
issued, 700 paid and 172 free. 
86 
legal and 3 illegal deer were killed. 
The four clays of extra hunting to i 
thin out deer where they were nu- j 
merous enough to cause crop damage, 
resulted in killing of 972 deer legally j 
and tw enty deer illegally, 
Seth E. 
Gordon, secretary of the commission, I 
yesterday announced. 
A few addi­ 
tional reports may be received later 
from hunters who were tardy in send- I 
ing in their reports on the special 
cards furnished with the licenses for 
the special seasons, but the reports 
already received check very closely 
w'ith the earlier reports of game w'ard- j 
ens who were patrolling the woods 
during the season in the six counties. 
The number of hunters who were 
licensed for the special season, was 
5763. 
Of these, 849 landowners and 
employes of farm ers in sections where 
crops had been damaged by the game 
were given free licenses to hunt deer j 
found on th eir own land. 
The others, 
4914, were issued to sportsmen who 
paid $2 each for the special licenses ! 
to hunt does after the regular season I 
had closed. 
Comparison of Seasons 
During the 1924 special 
season, 1 
when does were permitted to be shot I 
in Huntingdon and Mifflin counties, ! 
456 licensed hunters killed 126 does, » 
and sixteen illegal deer. 
During the 1925 season, only twen­ 
ty illegal deer were killed in the six j 
counties. 
A number of the hunt­ 
ers responsible for killing the twenty I 
illegal deer have already paid their 
$100 forfeit to the commission, and 
the commission, whenever it finds that 
the illegal deer were killed by m istake 
instead of willfully, will refund $50 
of the forfeit. 
Buck deer with more than one point 
on their antlers are legal during the J 
regular open season, but were protect­ 
ed during the special season. 
Spike 
bucks, which are protected during the 
regular season, were also protected 
during the special season.
